Cabinet Splits 
On Telesat 
Contract Issue

OTTAWA—A recommendation to the govern- 
ment that the contract for Canada’s first telecom- 
munications satellite be awarded to Hughes Aircraft 
of California has touched off a cabinet fight between 
Communications Minister Eric Kierans and Labor 
Minister Bryce Mackasey, according to sources here. 


‘Buy Canadian’ Idea Favored 


The proposal that the bid be 
awarded to the American 
firm was made by Telesat 
Canada Corporation, for 
which Kierans is the respon- 
sible ¢abinet minister, and is 
being disputed by Mackasey 
on the grounds that it would 
rob Cariada of the opportunity 
to develop its own science and 
technology in space communi- 
eations. 

Mackasey is reported to 
favor giving the contract to a 
Canadian firm even if the 
cost would be higher—and it 
apparently would be. 

RCA. Limited of Montreal, 
armed with a letter of 
intention from the Canadian 
government, presented a 
price bid for building Can- 
ada’s satellite of around $42 
million. The company said it 


understood the intention was 
to build existing Canadian 
space technology and to 


becéfne a leader in the 
development of a_ satellite 
communications system 


rather than simply a user of 
the new techniqyes as they 
may be developed by others. 


As. a.result of feasibility 
studies earlier, RCA was 
chosen as the” prime con- 


tractor. It received a letter of 
intent dated June 20, 1969, 
from Kierans indicating a 
contract would be negotiated 
within four months for the 
development, fabrication, in- 
tegration’ and test of the 
satellite. RCA accepted a 
direction contained in the 
letter of intent to use another 
major Canadian company as 
a subcontractor. 


Company Began to Prepare 


On the basis of the letter of 
intention and RCA’s under- 
standing of government desire 
for a Canadiafi national 
space program to upgrade 
this country’s technology in 
the new field, the company 
was authorized by its. direet- 
ors to construct an aerospace 
building specifically for the 
design, development and con- 
struction of space hardware. 

It started to hire additional 
engineers and support per- 
sonnel ,in anticipation of the 
requirements of the program 
and estimated cost of the new 
facilities at $4 million. 

Tsoqime as. arshocie:to. the 
company when its first propo- 


sal to Telesat, outlining the 
high risk involved, was re- 
fused .on the grounds it was 
based on RCA’s assumption 
that the development phase of 
the program should be ‘‘cost 
reimbursable.” This had been 
the practice followed in pre- 
vious. Canadian satellite pro- 
grams, 

RCA was asked to submit a 
firm price for the program as 
soon as possible. Specifica- 
tions were upgraded. RCA 
then proposed a firm price of 
$55 million including all non- 
recurring costs. in connection 
with the new technology. The

U.S. Firm Offers Low Bid 


At that .time—Telesat re- 
ceived an unsolitited bid from 
Hughes Aircraft with North- 
ern Electric Co. Ltd. at 
around $30 million. 


Wednesday a new bid to 
build the satellite was re- 
portedly presented to the 
government by a Toronto 
firm, Spar Aerospace 
Products Ltd. of Malton. The 
Spar bid would involve RCA 
of Canada and Lockheed 
Aircraft of the U.S. in a new 
Canadian based company 
which would build the satellite 
for a reported $38 million 
with .65 per cent Canadian 
content 

At the same time RCA of 
Canada withdrew its bid and 
presented a new one : 

RCA has informed Telesat 
and Kierans it. would be 
prepared to enter into dis- 
cussions looking toward a cost 
reimbursable incentive 
approach in which the com- 
pany's ‘fee would be based on 
its successfully meeting 
mutually’ agreed standards 
for cost goals, delivery sched- 
ules and performance In 
these discussions "RCA would 
he prepared to discuss the 
cost estimates and risk evalu- 
ations that it has developed. 

It set a target cost of $35 
million, for the ‘program with 
#5 per cent Canadian content.

RCA has pointed to the 
unfortunate circumstances for 
Canadian industry that would 
arise if the Canadian domes- 
tic satellite were to be built in 
the U.S. It has offered to hold 
discussions with Telesat Can- 
ada or with other government ~< 
departments in an effort to 
resolve the problem that will® 
undoubtedly have a long-term

The senator also said NASA 
permitted the winning firm, 
General Electric Co., to re- 
duce overhead costs in its 
final offer so that the total 
was “just below" that of its 
competitor, Fairchild Hiller 
Corp. McClellan said a Seattle 
study showed the GE reduc- 
tion,. however, might “very 
well result im increasing the 
net cost to the government, 
rather than lowering it." 

The effect of NASA's 
action, McClellan. said, was to 
“keep the competition open’ 
despite the fact that Fair- 
child's proposal had been 
“considerably lower in costs” 
than GE’s'bid during most of 
the competition. 

McClellan also complained 


about the length of the 
procurement process, started 
in. 1966. Since then, he 


charged, NASA has spent $22 
million to fund the competi- 
tion for the $50 million dollar 
contract.

REMIER BENNETT'S PLAN TO 
use $7 millions of a $10 millions

Global infla- 
tion, coupled with huge United 
States and Soviet balance of pay- 
ments deficits may succeed in 
defusing the arms race more than 
all the moral appeals over the last 
24 years:

“The principal. anxiety of our NATO 
is that we have become too 
preoccupied with an area which seems to 
them an irrelevance and may be 
tempted to neglect our NATO responsi- 
bilities. By and large, therefore, they 
would be inclined to regard. the 
curtailment of the United States effort in 
South Vietnam as new evidence of 
American maturity and judgment than 
of American. ldss of face."

Oh, sure, the adjectives 
describing the benefits of 
artificial grass. are already 
much greater than the actual 
results which will be attained, 
but these will be toned down, 
» Im time, when the full impact 
of the new vogue has been 
recorded and analyzed. 


But right now, two things 
are certain. 


The new grass, Tartan Turf, 
or Astroturf (there is a 
difference), is extremely 
popular with the athletes, 

The claims accompanying 
the new turf, however, are 
not that popular with the 
medical profession. 

B.C, Lions and Edmonton 
Eskimos were impressed with 
Empire Stadium’s new -turf 
(Tartan) on .Monday night. 
There was hardly a dissenter. ~ 


Only the kickers had a beef, 
and that came before the 
game. 

The consensus was that the 
Yooting was wonderful, the 
traction excellent, and if not~ 
perfect, it was only because 
nobody knows what perfect 
really is. 

And this is a similar opinion 
to what was noted in a recent 
news item. 

Woody Woodward, an in- 
fielder with Cincinnati Reds, 
described the new. turf infield 
in Cincinnati in glowing 
terms. 

“Without exception, every- 
one, seems to. like it," he 
stated. Woodward was speak- 
ing on behalf of the Players’ 
Association of which he was 
the resident delegate, thus his 
statement should carry added 
weight. 


There had been the thought 
earlier that a baseball when 
hit, would ricochet far more 
quickly off artificial turf than 
off. normal grass, or dirt, 
which major league infields 
are composed of. And that has 
been borne out. However, the 
bounce is very true, which is 
not always the case on normal 
infields, The uncertainty of 
which way the ball will 
bounce is virtually gone. 
That's what the infielders 
like, 

And if batters thought they 
would get more hits because 
the ball would zip by the 
infielder-before he could 
move, this is only partly true, 
according to reports. 

Only the hard-hit ball be- 
tween the infielders is harder 


to flag down. The gentle tap is 
easier to grab, And one should 
compensate the other, over a 
period of time. ‘ 

In football, or soccer, the 
problem appears to be of 
different nature. 

Field-goal -kickers usually 
scuff the turf when they use 
the  soccer-style, ~ field-goal 
approach, a la Ted Gerela of 
the B.C. Lions. The old turf 
used to give way under such, 
an assault, The new turf 
won't. Thus the football 
players will have to «kick 
higher. But will they kick with 
as much accuracy? 

The old ‘‘get your knee over 
the ball” theory in soccer, 
may also take-—a _ beating, 
because the same principle is 
in effect. 


Oh sure; gone will be the 
glory days of the mid bath, 
and football will lose a lot 
because of it. Some of the 
excitement will be gone. But 
there shouldn't be any com- 

. plaints about the rain, either. 
Because the footing on the 
field will remain constant, or 
so it is claimed, whichis 
more than can be said for the 
performers. 

Can a player, baseball~or 
football variety, ‘slide’ on 
the new covering? This ques- 
tion will probably be debated 
at length, and at’'every game. 
Football players say the land- 
ings on artificial turf are 
harder than on ordinary 
grass, That's simple, because 
the ground is harder, and 


The objection was that 
promoters of the new turf are 
claiming fewer injuries with 
their product. And this is not 
yet proven, or likely to be, 
because it is well-known that 
figures can be constructed to 
support any hypothesis. 

Rather;it was the finding of 
a recent symposium on ath 
letes and injuries that there 
would be a different breed of 
injuries on artificial turf. 

And the fact that there has 


there isn’t any grease on the 
grass to take care of that first 
impact.

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OUTDOOR REPORT

Although westerly winds have forced fishing pressure to. 
ease up around Vancouver-Isiand during the past-few days, 
there are indications that some good catches of salmon await 
those venturing out. 

Coho and spring catches are mixed in the Bamberton shore 
stretch of Saanich Inlet between Sandy Beach and Mill Bay. 
Similar returns ere coming in from Indian, Cole, Misery and 
Pat bays as well as Willis Point and The Boulder. 

Oak Bay regular Bill Best topped other anglers around that ° 
particular section of the waterfront this week with a 30-pounder 
caught near Trial Island. 

Other good catches were noted from Chain Island and The 
Gap using eight to 10 ounces of weight and 80 to 100 feet of line 
on the early morning or evening tide changes. 

i iy 


Fishermen using anchovies seem to be collecting the 
majority of returns from Pedder Bay. Best locations are along 
the kelp bed to Race Rocks and in Whirl Bay, using about one 
pound of weight and 100 feet of line. 

Up to two pounds of weight and 100 feet of linc provide the 
best chances of success off Beechey Head, where Tom Moir 
landed a 31-pounder on #Vednesday morning. 

Other reports indicated some big springs may be lurking in 
the stretch of water between Secretary Island and Otter Point. 

Up-Island spots where returns could increase during the 
weekend are Cowichan Bay, Sansum Narrows, west side of 
Tent Island, Porlier Pass, Thetis, Island, Rainey Bay in the 
Alberni @anal, Little River, Bate’s Beach, Comox Bar, south 
end of Quadra Island and near Cortes Island. 

* * * 

Freshwater fishing success seems to have declined all over’ 
the Island with the warm weather. 

Only fair success has been reported from Shawnigan and 
Cowichan Lakes while a few brown trout and cutthroats have 
been taken from the Cowichan River. 

First. and Second lakes in the Nanaimo chain were 
‘designated as fair and access to the upper ones (such as 
Fourth), bas been cut off because of the high fire hazard. 

From Courtenay comes word that Comox Lake has been 
“hot” while Horne Lake as well as the Puntledge, Tsolum and 
Oyster rivers were only fair spots for trout.

The managers of eight Victoria firms I polled on the 
subject are unanimous on that score, They agree, as well, 
that concentration anddedication are in a progressive stage 
of erosion on this penultimate day of the week that leads to 
mid-afternoon disintegration. Item: More dishes are dropped 
by waitresses inthe city’s largest restaurant on Friday than 
on all the other days together. 

. “It's a Gazing Out The Window Day,”’ says the manager 
of one of the largest insurance companies. ‘‘The atmosphere 
of the office is unlike any other day of 
the week. More laughing. More horse- 
play around the coffee corner. Morale is 
great. Business is terrible, It’s the same 
sort of mood that you'd probably find 
just before a prison break. The bodies 
are here. The spirits have flown.” 

Management appears to take a 
fatalistic view of the unhinged Friday 
worker. Sales representatives, in many 
cases, no longer bother to sally forth in 
pursuit of business, Clients are very 
often unreceptive or downright hostile. 
Euphoria, it seems, is the toughest form 
of sales resistance. 

Two law firm executives said. they’d 
abandoned all but essential dictation on 
Fridays in deference to stenographers 
whose rhinds are more tuned to sun and sand than writs 
and torts. 

“I'm a little bit. restless myself,"’ owned one. “I want to 
be loved,” admitted the other, “‘so it’s Never on Friday, 
Besides, a lot of our girls now come to the office’ Friday in 
their informal,. going-away-for-the-weekend olitfits. Distract- 
ing, if you know what I mean.”

A sawmill operator confirms that it is the worst of all 
days (though Monday is a close second) for accidents. “We 
have a TGIF Club spirit at the mill,” he said.

Friday’s child is loving and giving, so the fable goes, and 
giving, in terms of cold, hard cash, is Friday all over. 

Retail sales in every line are-at their peak, More booze 
gurgles across the LCB counters Friday than on any other 
day. Bank clearings, because of ‘the extended hours and 
Friday payrolls, are highest. 

Brokerage houses know it as a selling day, though that's 
of longer standing since share-selling is a hedge against 
unforeseen disasters over the weekend. (Both the Second 
World War and the Korean War began after the week’s Close.) 

Restaurants, which once counted Saturday as their big 
day, now do their heaviest trade on Mad Friday, the day that 
the dishes are falling. 

Thé day may begin like every other day, but by noon on 
Friday.the, Victoria ant-hill is teeming. Everybody seems on 
the ‘move.

There are about — 450,000 
children; aged one to 12, in 
B.C. The provincial govern- 
ment is now dickering with 
the two vaccine manufac- 
turers.

Proposed Tax 
On Scholarships 


HALIFAX (CP) — The 
Canadian Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional 
Women’s Clubs will ask the 
federal government to con- 
sider_a_ “much higher basic_ 
exemption” than proposed in 
the white paper on taxation. 

The resolution, passed at 
the biennial convention here 
which. concluded Wednesday, 
did not. specify what the 
exemptions should be. 

It said, however, that the 
proposed schedules of tax 
rates would have the effect of 
taxing income in the lower 
income brackets at an effec- 
tive rate of 200 per cent 
higher than 10 years ago. 

The resolution said a person 
earning $4,800 in 1961 would 
have to earn $6,288 in 1971 to 
enjoy the same goods and 
services, because the cost of 
living will have risen by 131 
per cent in the 10-year period. 

Another resolution asked 
the federal government tdé*let 
awards to students remain 
tax exempt. The Benson white 
paper proposed taxing 
scholarships, grants or bur- 
Saries received by students. 

The. convention also asked 
the federal government to 
delete the old age security tax 
of four per cent of taxable 
income from the income tax 
returns .of retired persons 
receiving the old age security

“If members of the Martlet Chapter, IODE, 
acting as tour guides at Maltwood Museum, aren't 
able to answer every question about items in the 
collection, it isn’t surprising. 


It would take a very versatil® art expert to 
appraise such widely varied items in the collection 
as third century Chinese figures, a 13th century 
Persian helmet, and 18th' century English desk 
with a secret drawer, and stained’ glass windows by 
Frank Lloyd Wright.

Plants Which Survive Dry Spells 


By HILDA. BEASTALL 
Plants which exist without watering during our rainless 
weeks in summer may not be numerous, but a complete list 


would be of great value to.gardeners in areas of scant 
supply. Our native plants are ebviously well 
adapted to these conditions, but cultivated 
plants with the same built-in resistance to 
drought, yet also-resistant to winter frosts, 
must be carefully searched out. 

One group of shrubs containing several

By the same standard of drought resistance, certain 
cotoneasters do well against heuse foundations, and may be 
planted into quite small pockets of soil gouged from blacktop, — 
or chipped out of cement or concrete. 

Dozens of cotoneasters are listed, some of them tall and 
gracefully arching with clusters of red berries to brighten: the 


shrubs in winter, Others are low, ground hugging, spreading 


their twiggy branches close to the soil, rooting as they go. 

These are the ones most resistent-to drought; the ones 
which will clothe sloping dry banks to hold the soil in place; 
or scramble over narrow. ledges of precipitous terraces. 

The leaves of these spreading cotoneasters are as a 
general rule, quite tiny, a feature which helps to make them 
resistant to drought. Most are free flowering and attractive 
to bees, resulting én quantities of scarlet berries quite early 
in fall. 

Practically evergreen, spreading contoneasters are rarely | 
without attraction at any period — tiny pinkish flowers, 
followed by red berries, then the new growths of small dark 
green leaves. 

A few of those listed as being spreading or carpet- 
forming are: Cotoneaster adpressa, conspicua decora, 
congesta, humifusa (or Dammeri), melanotricha and Saldam. 

These species have all been available locally at nurseries 
during the last few years, and most still are. 

Missing frém thelist is C. horizontalis, for in some areas, 
gardeners have trouble with cotoneaster webworm on this 
shrub. , Others of the same genus “are seldom affected. 

The best time to plant is late September. Roots will then 
become established during wet weather and given any break 
at all, the plants will be well away by their second summer 
to independence of artificial watering.

OTTAWA—A-—recommendation--to—the govern- 
ment. that the contract for Canada’s first telecom- 
munications satellite be awarded to Hughes Aircraft 
of California has touched off a cabinet fight between 
Communications Minister Eric Kierans and Labor 
Minister Bryce Mackasey, according to sources here. 


‘Buy Canadian’ Idea Favored 


The proposal that the bid be 


awarded to the American 
firm was made by Telesat 
Canada Corporation, for 


which Kierans is the respon- 
sible cabinet minister, and is 
being disputed by Mackasey 
on the grounds that it would 
rob Canada of the opportunity 
to develop its own science and 
technology in space communi- 
cations 


Mackasey is reported to 
favor giving the contract to a 
Canadian. firm even if the 


cogt would be higher—and it 
apparently would be. 

RCA Limited of . Montreal, 
armed with a ‘letter of 
intention from the Canadian 
gov ernment, presented a 
price bid for building ~Can- 
ada’s satellite of around $42 
million. The company said it 


understood the intention was 


to build existing Canadian 
spac e—technology and to 
become a leader in the 
development of @ satellite 
communications system 


rather than simply a user of 
the new techniques as they 
may be developed by otters. 


As a result of feasibility 
studies earlier, RCA was 
chosen as the prime con- 


tractor. It received a letter of 
intent dated June 20, 1969, 
from Kierans indicating a 
contract would be negotiated 
within four months for the 
development, fabrication, in- 
tegration and test of the 
satellite.
